Two little sons of Register of Deeds 


John Verage had, a narrow escape 
from drowning while walking ucross 
the Ice on the Wisconsin river under 
tho Davenport street bridge, Sunday 
afternoon. To Donald McLaughlln 
a young man, who attends the Rhine- 
lander Business college, Is due the 
credit for saving the boys' lives. 


The little chaps were near tho low- 


er end of the Island when one of 'them 
broke thru, the thin Ice. Ills older' 
brother attempted to pull him from 
the water and he too went down. 
Their cries attracted young McLaugh- 
lln, who was walking across the bridge 
and who seeing their perilous plight, 
lost no time In rushing to the rescue. 
The water at .this place In the stream 
Is over live feet In depth and the lads 
sank below the surface. 


McLaughlln grabbed the older boy 


tlrst and brought him to safety. When 
about to reach for the other brother 
the Ice broke with McLaughlln cast- 
ing him into the water. lie did not 
lose his presence of mind however and 
•caught the drowning boy by the hair 
Just as he came up for the third time. 


Thoroughly chilled by contact with 


tho icey water the children were hur- 
ried to their home.

followed and tho lads, after a change 
of clothing were none the worse for 
their experience. 


McLaughlln proved 'himself a hero. 


Had It not been for his prompt assis- 
tance thu little boys would certainly 
have drowned. 


The accident should prove a warn- 


ing to young people who are tempted 
to venture on the ice before it Is 
thoroughly safeN At this season of 
the year the river Is not sUlllclently 
frozen over to bear even the weight 
of a child.

wood, rescued one of his play fellows 
from drowning, Saturday afternoon. 


A number of boys were playing 


near the boat houses on the Ice and. 
little Tommy Fliece, 8 years old, ven- 
tured too far and broke thru. The 
water was over his head and he sank 
out of sight. When ho came up John 
tried to grab him aud fell In also. lie 
succeeded in getting to shore tho, and 
got a board and threw It to the boy 
who had gone down the second time. 
When ho came up he caught 
the 


board and held on to It until John 
reached him and helped him out. The 
rest of their playfellows ran away. 
.Both boys were exhausted and young 
Fliece could hardly 
walk 
home.

clothes and put to bed by two thank-

Coming winter will witness Much 


Activity in the Northern 


woods. 


On account of the forest tires last 


fall large tracts of timber will be' cut 
this winter. Such big logging Ijrms 
as Stearns Lumber company, of Odan- 
ah and the Atwood and Roddies com- 
panies of Park Kails, whoso extensive 
holdings have been greatly damaged 
by forest tires are forced to cut and 
log as much timber as possible on 
their burned over lands, regardless of 
cost in order to save It, This requires 
many hands as well as teams which 
creates a tendency to raise the prico 
of work In the wocds. There Is not 
much demand for lumber at present 
and It Is very probable that the price 
of lumber will not advance very soon, 
but the timber on burned over lands 
must be cut and manufactured to 
Jeep from spoiling. 


In this locality many farmers and 


small owners have suffered from for- 
est, tires and will be compelled to cut 
much timber which would have re- 
mained standing otherwise. It may 
also be assumed that the price of logs 
will be considerably lower than last 
year owing to the llriss. Farmers will 
he obliged to log their burned over 
timber and sell It at whatever price 
the manufacturer is willing to pay.

Some SuoflMtloni For th. Man Who 


Wlild. th. Knlf..

Sep- 
arate the tlrst and second Joints of the 
leg and next remove tin1 Hldo bono by 
running tho knife along thi? backbone 
aud close to it.

by a llliinwnt of nUln and fat; honcu 
this task Is not difficult. 


I,pgs and wings being removed, the 


slicing of the breast Is n simple mat- 
ter, atid this opens the cavity, from 
which filling may be removed with n 
spoon. Tho removal of the leg usual- 
ly makes another opening, to bo util- 
ized In tho same manner.
